8lio«:kliiK Crime of a Husband 
in an IIHiiols'Tbwii^ ~" 

OTTAWAj III., Feb. li t.— Last night 
Olarente J.' Sears, cSG years old, a farm- 
er, murdered his aged wife at their 
home, four miles northwext of tliiscity, 
The old couple diflereil in their religi- 
ous views, and Sears recently arrived 
at the. concllision that Ilia wife was a 
wltcln; Slie|was;iiearly three: sqoro and 
ten, of e^fe«b)ed mind, and it lu mid 
that she admitted her belief that she 
was gifted with the powers of witch.- 
craft. At any rate Hears became crazed 
by liin liuilucinuiioii and determined 
tliat it would l)e for the best for him 
to kill his wife. Arming himself with 
a handsaw he went into a room where' 
the bid woiuau was seated. Their 
dau^hter-iii law "and a coiiple'bf graYid- 
cbildren were'also in the room, 

"Do you still believe yourself a 
witclrl" asked Sears of his wife. 

Her reply did not rt acli the ears of 
the witneshcB, but it seemingly frenzied 
Sears, for he struck ber down wit^ the 
iietivy saw, and, despite the oflbrts of 
liis daughter-in-law, hacked his old 
wife 10 death. He then turned upon 
the younij woman and hor children, 
and ibey wore obliged to llee for their 
lives. Convinced that his wife was 
dead. Sears left the house. 

Intelligence of the horrible crime 
was speedily disseiuinateiJ, and a num- 
ber of the neighbors organized a pur- 
suit party and went iu search of. the 
murderer. They found him last night 
two miles fioui Li.s hoiiie. lie still car- 
ried the bloody saw, and desperately 
resisted arreat. Jt was only when over- 
povyered by numbers that lie ceased 
struggling. While being conducted 
back to his home lie freely admitted 
his guill, but quot-.'d several pabsa'gts 
from Scripture in e.'<Leiuialion. 

"The Uil)lo," h« amd, "is the only 
guide for man. It says if thy right 
hand otVend thee, cut it oil', and if thy 
right eye be not true, ]ilufk it out. A 
nieniber of my family not only offend- 
ed ine, but set the Divine word and 
power at deliaiice. I felt called upon 
lo make amends for her unholy alli- 
ance with the devil, and accordingly 
took heriifer • Better it were ' that she 
should die that I may live and walk 
straigluly in the jjaths of holiness." 

Sears was closely guarded last night, 
and this morning^Coioner CJlendenning 
was summoned. The coroner held an 
incpiest during tho forenoon. It was 
brief, and elicited nothing at variance 
with the facts above outlined. The 
murderer was presen t •and beard the 
testimony unmoved. He endeavored to 
address the jury, but his remarks were 
both revolting and rambling. The re- 
sult of the inquest wa.s the retention 
of Sears,

xlMUlUCA'S TRADE WITH CHINA. 

Tlie publication of trade statistics be- 
tween tho United States and China sliowB 
it to bo, in spite of the reputedly vast 
papulation of the latter country, 
comparatively alight— not to aay paltry. 
A nation's trade is' deemed to be prosper- 
ous when her oiports are in excess of her 
imports. For tho year 1885 the exports 
from the United States to China consist- 
ed of Loraothing under six and cue half 
iiiillions uf dollars, while the exports from 
the States to Great Britainand Ireland dur- 
ing the same period \uere sixty-ma iimti 
U.I ijreat. The exports to tho ratl^r ob- 
scure Argentine confederation were two- 
thirda of thoee to|China; those to Belgium 
four times us nuicl\; those to Donmark 
nearly as much; thoaa to France seven 
times as much, and those to Germany ex- 
ceeded those of China by nearly nine 
times, wnile the exports from the States 
to the British West Indies were as one 
and-a-half to one to those of China From 
this it will bo soon how insigniBcant is 
tho trade of tho States with China 
as compared with her trade with 
civili/.od countries. But there is 
another phase of tho question to consider: 
The imports from China are three times 
as great as the exports, and two-thirds of 
theue iraporls are free of duty, consisting 
as they do of raw silk and tea. China 
thus draws a heavy bahince from the 
trade, and enjiiys in addition an almost 
excluaire free trade with the States. Tho 
business as a whole appears to be a losing 
one, and the only consolation that otl'ura 
itself is that it is steadily deoreaeing, while 
that between tho States and Jupan is 
rapidly growing larger, both in exports 
and imports. Although there ia no abso- 
lute necessity fur at once destroying tho 
trade, it is thought that its gnidual 
diminution is desirable. China's exporta 
and imports do not bear a relattfSn to each 
other tliat will remain in the same pro- 
portion. Slio is learning to produce at 
homo manufactured iiupurtod goods far 
quicker than other countries are learning 
to dispense with her silk .and tea; and the 
only article whose importation she 
sedulously oultivatea, is gold, which 
is a direct drain upon the 
sources from which it is taken. 
The known amount of specie taken from 
tho States to China — that ia, that passed 
through channels where record is au- 
theuiio — was for the past ye<ir §14,673,- 
233, which is exclusive of the large 
amount taken aw^y by returning cooliea, 
and, taking also into account debts settled 
by means of bills of exchange, tliu annual 
drain is reokuued at nothing short uf 
twenty millions of dollars. The statistics 
above given do not speak muob for those 
who believe that a carrying trade with 
China would attain vast proportions when 
the facilities are present. An ably written 
article on the subject in tho S. F. Bulle- 
tin concludes: "There ia no oummunity, 
however rich, that could stand such 
blood-sucking long, especially coupled, as 
it ia, with the gradual pauperization of 
our own toilinf clasaea. Tliese people 
have in sonio way to bu supportod, and 
that is the premium which wa have to pay 
for Chinoao cheap labor, aa it ia called, 
and which is only cheap so lung as a show 
of opposition is kept up." 

TUE FIRST IN THE FIE lb}' 

Mr. Maitland Stenhouso, of Coinox, has 
taken time by tho forelock and iaaued an 
addreaa to his fellow citizens. Blr. Stoii- 
house, if he is sure of anything, ia quite 
aarethatheis "agin" the government; 
and the the manner in which he descants 
on the wrongs of the district would do 
credit to a member t.f the Siek party in 
search of a portfolio. Mr. Stenlinuae's 
style ia rather hifalutin, aa witness the 
following extract: "He who feara to meet 
his constituents ia bound in honor t« re- 
jiign his seat; and that will be my certain 
course when I lose tho favor of such har- 
mony with my fellow-denizens of tho dia. 
trict as can alone anatain my voice in tho 
supreme councils of the province." Well 
may the Times exclaim that "in Mr. 
Stenhonse a transparent honesty seema 
well tempered by the reticence of a 
thoughtful mind." "Transparent hones- 
ty" is not bad; but when it is accompanied 
by "retioenqe" and a "thoughtful mind," 
a possession of the combined qualities be- 
come orerpoffering. There ia little reason 
to doubt that Mr. Stenhouse's politics a>'« 
transparent and that they are understood 
and "seen through" by the Cumoxans. 

THE BALANCE SHEET. 

The opposition organ is a^ain recapitu- 
lating its changed tactics, and hopes that 
sheer perBistoiicy will supply the place of 
sound argument and convince its readers 
that there ia aoinothing wrong in the pub- 
lic acoounta. Tho Times says that wo 
claim it to bo putting the question before 
the electors in an unfair way, and dares 
us to say that the figures quoted are in- 
correct. We maintain that it is unfair 
for that journal to admit in one column 
of its yesterday's issue that at the end of 
the last fiscal year there was an aaset of 
849,000 odd, and, in another column of 
the same edition, state that there was 
then a deficit of over $292,000. Before 
we can pursue the discussion further wo 
wish to know which of these atato- 
ments our contemporr.ry wishes to receive 
credence; or doea it aak the public to be- 
lieve that both of them are correct I

EASTERN STATK.S. 

EatONTOWN, (N. .1.,) March 0. — Sain 
Johnaoi), a uejjio aged 05, was lynched 
last night for aaaaulting the lO-year old 
daughter of Henry tlerbort. Thu yoiHit; 
woman was returning home last uvening 
about dusk about a mile out of town. Aa 
sho passed the negro ho struck hor a 
severe blow on the head with an axe 
which ho carried. Ho then brutally as - 
aaultud her and left her uncunscinus wid 
nearly dead. She was discovered half an 
hour later and taken to her home. Thu 
neighborhood was soon aroused and every 
able-bodied mun in the vicinity turned 
out to hunt fur the villian. Ho nm to 
woods and thence ventured Ij go to his 
homo in South Eatontown, where ho has 
a wife and four grown up children. The 
Wheeler bnys, tvo active and strong 
young men, went to his homo about half- 
past nine o'clock last uii;ht and after a 
severe struggle bound thu negro and pro- 
ceeded toward the gaol. Wliile on thu 
way they were mot by a crowd of eitizona 
who could hardly be kept from killing 
the culprit then and there, but his cap- 
tors succeeded in locking him up, though 
not until ho had been terribly beaten t>y 
clubs. The negro was afterwards taken 
from the gaol and hanged to tho grating 
over the gaol door. 

Boston, March 6. — At 1 o'clock this 
afternoon a fire broke out in the American 
House. Two alarnia have bwen turned in 
and it is hard to toll at this hour what the 
loss will bo. The rotroat of a number of 
domestics was cut off and they wero 
driven to the roof whore they wero 
rescued with great ditliculty by tJio lire- 
men. 

South Bend, Ind., March C. — This 
afternoon, at 2 o'clock, by prooncortod 
arrangement, 1,000 men employed in 
wagon and carriage factories of Suiuo- 
baker Bros, , laid down their toola and 
left their shops. The men sont a com- 
mittee to the president of the factory 
throe weeks ago askitg an advance of 
25 por cent, wages of all the men. This 
could not bo done, but an arrangement 
was made to havo tho committee go 
through the shop and regulato wages. 
This has been progressing for several 
days. It is expected that tho shops would 
be closed. Those who belonged to tho 
Knights of Labor nnuched down together 
to their hall and went in aocrot session. 
Nothing can be lenrned of what traiinpii-ed 
there. Thu ouiing of llio men that went 
out ii that matters may bu irninediatoly 
adjusted. They are all cjuiet und con- 
ducting themselves in moderation. They 
declare there shall be no 'violence, and 
will themselves prevent it should any bo 
offered. 

New Y'oitK, Mp.i-ch G. — Tho strike of 
the engineora of tho Now York Steam 
Heating Co. continues. This morning 
the coal bins were -nearly empty, and the 
company sent word to the United States 
offices and postoftico that they could not 
perform their contract to furnish heat to 
the various departments unless porfoot 
protection waa afforded by tho aiillioritiea. 
It was referred to Supt. Afurray, who or- 
dered Captains Qastin and Berghold to 
furnish all the necessary police. The 
company had five boatloads of coal at 
pier No. 3, North River, which tho long- 
ahoremen refused to handle. Police were 
placed along the route of the dock com- 
panies structure, and a number of .Swedes 
employed to handle and cart the coal. 
The brotherhood of engineora have issued 
orders and it ia understood that no mem- 
ber shall haul coal fur the .Steam-heating 
Co. 



New \''ouk, March G. — Mittroan, Hex* 
ter & Go. 'a dynamite factory at fiayoester 
was blown up lust night. Heinrich Hei- 
man was in tho building at the time, but 
no trace of him has been found. The 
building waa a small structure, where the 
dynamite for use on the new aquiduet 
was stored. It contained two hundred 
pounds of dynamite and two tanks of ni- 
tric and sulphuric acid. There is a big 
hole filled with sticks and pieces of timber 
to mark the spot where the building 
stood. 

KANSAS. 
Parsons, Ks., March C. — All the men 

employed in the Missouri Pacific shops ut 
this place struck to-day, and freight trains 
are not permitted to run. The causo of 
tho strike ia'said to be a violation by the 
iMissouri Pacific of an agreement entered 
into last fall, and the Knights of Labor 
have several other grievances, which are 
not made public. f\o disturbance is an- 
ticipated. 

AKKANS.^S. 
Lii-ri.E Rock, Ark., March G.— A 
strike uf the employo's of the Iron Moun- 
tain railroad at this point was ordered by 
tho central committee of the Knights of 
3jabor, who ordered the men to cease 
work on account of tho strike on tho 
Texaa Pacific railway. There has been 
no interforonco with paasenger trains, but 
no freight is being handled hero. Largo 
crowds of strikers congregated about tho 
depot in this city and the shops, but 
everybody was in good humoi and nu 
disturbance occurred, 

SOUTHERN STATES. 
JIacun, ((ia.,) March G. — Miss Carrie 
Raina and hor noico. Miss Ella Hum- 
phroys, wore murdered on Thursday 
ovouing near Milledgville while going to 
tho house of I^ank Humphreys, Ella's 
brother-in-law, accompanied by him. 
Yesterday morning ho reported that tho 
party wore attacked by four masked men, 
hiuiaelf beaten and thu ladies killed. 
Evidence before the coroner pointed to 
Humphreys as che murderer and he was 
arrested. Miss Humphreys had been out- 
raged. 

MEXICO. 
El Pa.so, Tex., March G — Tho Timea' 
Chihuahua special gives details of a duel 
fought with pistols betneen Trinidad Al- 
varez and Senor Paredes, in tho suburba 
of Ohihuiihua, Mexico, Three ahota wero 
(Ircd by each Paredea waa thrice wound- 
ed, it ia believed fatally. Tho firat two 
shots tired at AU-ari'i'. misaed, but tho third 
struck him iu thu forehead and killed him 
instantly. Both are prominent men in 
Chihuahua. The oauaea which led to tho 
duel was a quarrel between the families 
of the two men, in which thoy booainu, in- 
volved, and which ended in tho deooaacd 
being challenged and accepting with the 
fatal result des *ribed.

New Yolu, March C. — The Times' To- 
ronto special says: At a large meeting of 
wurkingmen held hero it waa decided to 
petition tho Dominion govoriiniont to in- 
crease the tiix on every Chitiaiuan who 
lands in Canada to §100, and also tu dia- 
ciuitinue granting certificates to Chinamen 
to return to Canada after leaving this 
country. This aotiou was taken at the re- 
(luest of tho workingnien of British Col- 
umbia. The whole country is being 
swamped with Chinamen, and the labor 
iimrket thero in rapidly becoming demoral- 
ized. It waa shown at the mooting that 
Oliinanien havo boon cheating tho Cana- 
dian governmwnt by thoir cunning manner 
of utilizing return certifioates ranted 
them by the Dominion government.

ENGLAND. 

Lo.NDo.N', March 5. — Lord Hartington 
in a speech at the Eighty club this even- 
ing, in.sisted that it was necessary to ob- 
tain a clear atatoinentof tho Irish demands 
and the assurance that any propo.'ial of a 
rcspoiiBible government will be accepted 
by Mr. Parnell .ind his followera, on au- 
thority of the Iriah people. It would bo 
unjuat to Gladstone not to bo given such 
a chance, as the liberal party is not pledg 
od to anything approaching homo rule. 
Oladatono spoko for himaelf, not for his 
party, though tho party would consider 
tiia priipi sals. Lord Hartington refused 
to projudicu the government or force ita 
hand in order to gain a premature expres- 
.sion of its policy. 

Lord Hartington admitted that five- 
six i ha of the Iriah people demanded home 
rule, but that fact, he said, ought not to 
militate against tho interest of tho minori- 
ty. Parnellitus might change the system 
of part; government, but they should not 
be allowed to impose their will on parlia- 
ment unless parliament waa convinced 
thoir demand was reasonable. GladatoiiB's 
domund wiis inconsiiitent with his speech. 
Llifl proiioiiala miiat bo subject to the full- 
oat discussion. Ho would do nothing to 
obstruct the settlement of the Irish ques- 
tion. The country would not forget that 
tho conservatives had deliberately pre- 
ferred tenure of office for a few months 
to enact meaaurea of coercion, thus great- 
ly adding to the difiiculty of the succeed- 
ing government. 

Charles Rusaull, attorney-general, went 
to-day to Duckiiigham Palace to be knight- 
ed. After waiting an hour he received 
word frnin tho Queen that she waa fatigued 
by tho diitiea of tlio drawing-room, which 
3\\e had been holding, and must puatpono 
tho ceremony. Russell withdrew from 
the palace in indignation, and says he will 
refuse knighthood. It is believed the 
Queen is irritated at his pronounced home 
rule views.

A Brilliant S|>c«;luclo Abdnf tiie 
Middle or April. 



"The comot discovered in Paris on De- 
comber 1," said Prof. Boss, the director 
of the Albany (New Vork) (Jbservatory, "is 
slowly increasing in brightness and prom- 
ises to be a grand spectacle. About April 
1 the increase will begin to bn much more 
rapid, and by the middle of April thu 
comet will undoubtedly become visible to 
the naked eye. Two weeks later it will 
bo very much brighter — perhaps ut its 
maximum — and then it will probably bo 
as brilliaut a spectacle as tho great comet 
of 1881, wliich attracted so much atten- 
tion. The position of the Paris comet — 
wa call comets, you know, by tho names 
of their discoverers or after the places 
from which thoy are first seen — will bo 
much like that of tho comet of 1881, and 
will be visible all night. It will be seen 
in the western sky early in tho evoning, 
as was that of 188L It will appear very 
bright, as there will be no moon to detract 
from its brilliancy. 

When nearest the earth the comot will 
bo only 12,000,000 miles distant. This 
will bo a nearer approach to the oarth 
than'any comot of recent years has ntado. 
Another remarkable thiim about this 
comet will be the long period fur which it 
will retain its brightness — probably from 
May 1 to May 15. It will thus afford a 
long time for papular study of its appear- 
ance. Tho comet will then disappear from 
the view of persons in the northern hem- 
isphere, and will aweep uli its grandeur 
into the sight of people south of the e()ua- 
tor. To them it will retain its brightness 
for a longer time than to observor.i in the 
northern hemisphere. It will itradually 
fudo from view und about May ."ilat will 
not bo visible except as a toloacopic view, 
howovor, until about tho lat of August — 
an unuaual period of visibility. "At tho 
same time," continued the professor, "and 
under much tho same conditions, thu 
coinot recently discovered by Barnard is 
increasing in brightness. It is doubtful, 
however, whether this comet will become 
visible to the naked eye to observers in 
this hemisphere."

A public meeting held at Yale on the 
3rd, instant was largely attended by the 
inhabitants uf the town to consider the 
best means to adopt fur exploring a route 
and opening a trail from Yale to Granite 
creek mines. 

Mr. William Teague was voted to the 
chair and Mr. Alexander Lindsay acted aa 
secretary. 

Tho chairman, in opening the meeting, 
said: Wo are called together to consider 
the vital importance of the question in 
opening a trail from the town of Yale to 
tho Granite crook mines, a ({ueation that 
not only concerns tho future prpospority of 
the town, but tho miner, tho 
packer, and the trader. The geo- 
graphical distance by thu map, which 
is only about twenty-five miles and the 
information I have learned from reliable 
Indians who aro accustomed to the 
mountaineoring life in hunting through 
this range, apeiik very favorably of the 
paaa either hy tho way of Spuzzum or by 
the route behind tho hill opposite to and 
east of Hills bar creek, over an open 
country teeming with feed for eight 
months during the year. ' These are im- 
portant featurea and should not be lost 
sight of, for we inviat look out for feed for 
tho animals aa well as for bread and sup- 
plies fur tho minor, which are important 
in opening up a new section of 
tho country. 1 think there are very few 
physical features to overcome on tho route, 
which if practicable would prove highly 
advantttgeoua us it would cover tho dis- 
tance in about say thirty-tivo miles 
through a gold-boaring bolt, and striking 
tho Granite creek range in a more central 
direction would prove to bo highly 
benoticial tu the prospector in replenishing 
hia supplies of provisions. The One- 
c|uahalla river, Anderson river, TuUoma 
rivor and Coldwator heads are in or near 
tho Mumo range, and flow in dilTerent 
directions, giving every indication of this 
newly-discovered basin yielding gold in 
remunerative i|uantities between the Otter 
valley range on the south and the Fraser 
river range on the north, embracing an 
area of 35 to 30 miles wide and 100 miles 
fr(un west to eaat, terminating at Nicomin. 

It waa moved by Mr. F. N. Bosai, and 
seconded by Mr. J. W. Taylor, that a 
committee of five gentlemen be appointed 
by the meeting, with power to call for 
subacriptiona and inako all necessary ar- 
raiigeuionts lo send a party out to find tho 
best route to the Similkanieou mines from 
Yale. Carried. 

Moved by Mr. Clark, and sacondod by 
Mr. Mcljuarin, that the following geutle- 
nion act as the committee, viz : Messrs. 
William Teague, F. N. Bossi, J. W. Tay- 
lor, (1. MeCloakey and A. Bursbeck. Car- 
ried.

ii«>>v the Bodies were Found. 

fl'oat.Iiitelliifenicr.) 

Thomiis Murphy, who arrived in Seat- 
tle with the biidies laat evening, relates 
the fcdlowing ])articiilara: "I am a neigh- 
bor of IMis. Ooimiui, and have searched 
more or less for Mr. Colman's body aver 
siiicu he disappeared. This morning Mr. 
Charles Stauss, P. Graham and myself 
took Colman's boat, a drugging apparatus 
and a sort of tube with which a person 
can see in deep water, and started out in 
search of the bodies. Mrs. Oolman asked 
us to f(dlow the shore along tho Black 
river, which wo did, but finding nothing 
we uroasud to the south end of the island 
and organized a search on tho land. After 
tramping around for a short time, wo 
concluded from the nature of thu country 
that tho bodies were not on the land. I 
rigged up a pule 11) feet long, with a hook 
nil the end uf it, and when we took to 
tlio boat again we concluded to pull along 
close to shore and search under the over- 
hanging brush and on the bottom of the 
laku where wo could see bottom. We 
worked along slowly, each time going a 
little further out from shore, until at one 
time we got out whore wo could not see 
bottom. Wo kept in the vicinity of where 
Patten's ctiats were foundthootherday.and 
where his hat wus fuuiid this morning. 
Wliilo thus slowly working our way 
along near shore, stopping every few feet 
to examine the bottom mora closely, we 
all of a sudden came upon Patten's body, 
in 15 feet of water, lying face up. With 
niy pole and hook wo hauled his body to 
tho aurfaco and placed it in the boat. Wo 
resumed our search, and 10 foot further 
on lay tlio body of .lames Manning Col- 
man, in about tho same depth of water. 
-Vs we drew his body to the surface wo 
saw a groat hole in his loft temple, where 
a death dealing louden missile from the 
a3s:u3sin's gun had penetrated his brain. 
Theao bodies wore found within a hundred 
yarda of the aiiuthwesf point of the island, 
and not more than 100 yards from where 
tho men passed uut of Mrs. Colman's view 
on that fatal February morning. As soon 
as wo got tho bodies in our boat we sent 
word to Mrs. Coinian that we had found 
them, and sat out for the mainland to 
bring tho bodies to Seattle. On arriving 
at a ranch wo got a wagon and brought 
the bodies to town. When we found 
them, they wore partially covered with 
debris, and in a short time would have 
been lost forever from human view. When 
wo lira', raised them they wore not swollen 
but looked perfectly natural, but before wo 
got them to town thoy had turned black. 

Tho bodios aro in a good state of pre- 
servation and the features are quite 
natural. A silver watch on Patten had 
stopped at 7:05 o'clock. Ho also had a 
knife and half-a-dollar on his person. In 
Colman's inside vest [jocket were found 
a pocket-book, two jio gold piocua and a 
gf) greenback. Colmun had two rifle ball 
wounds in the head, one through tho loft 
toinple and the other in the top of the 
head, ranging downward. Patten was 
shot through the log and through tho 
body, severing his spine. Both men were 
shot in two places. Thoy must have been 
thrown overboard soon after being shot, 
as Patten's watch probably ran until the 
wator got into the works and stopped it.

To THK EniToi;; Noticing in Tlif Coloniaf 
of tho '2l8t Feb. a communication signed 
"liuuch GriiHS," bearing npou the propow- 
od Shuswap and Okuuagaii railway, in 
which certain questions are asked by the 
writer, 1 appentl the following answers to 
his queries: 

Question (1.)— Did not the heavy yields 
of wheat cited in the prospectus occur in 
uu extraordinarily sHccoasful season rather 
than au average one ? 

AuBWor: — No pvospoctiis has been issued, 
but I presume "Bunch Gras.s" refers to 
Mr. Lumby's letter to the pronioterw and to 
the report of Mr. G. A. Kcefer, (". E., who 
last summer examined tho proposed line of 
railway. lu Mr. r.uinby's letter the yields 
cited were for the year l.SS t.tho latest avail- 
able returns obtaiuiiblo at the time, iho 
crop of ISH.j being then uiilhraHhed. It is 
true the crops of J8.41 were very heavy and 
perhapf above the average, not only in the 
Spallumoheeu-Ukiinagau country, but al- 
most everywhere throughout the North 
American continent. Ou the 500 acres luon- 
tioned by Mr. Lumby, tho yield averaged 
•17 bushels of wheat to the acre, lu tho re- 
port of Mr. Hauilin, C. E., thoongineor ajj- 
pointed by the Dominion Govornmuut ta 
make au exploratory survey of tho railway 
lying bct\feeii Spullnmcheen river and 
Okauagau lake witb a view of ascertaining 
the feasibility of constructing a canal to 
connect these waters, dated in 1882, he 
says: "The past seaaou was a remarkably 

dry one the grain crops of this year 

were maguiflcent, both as regarils yield and 
sample, the e)>timatcd average ol 
grain to the acre realizing to 
tho largo uulount of ^5 bushels 
and this, 1 am informed, is considerably be- 
IjW the usual average, " In the report of 
Mv. Keefer, C. E., this geutlomau bases his 
calculations upon au average yield of :I3 
bushels to the aei u and not U]iou the re- 
turn (luoted by .Mr. Luniby fur ltS8l. Dur- 
ing a resilience of 22 years I have neeu 
many crops fully equal to und in some canes 
superior to those ol 1881, and the cstiiuatu 
of Mr. Kucfer is in my opinion a very fair i 
one. 

Question 2.— Is it not a matter. of histor- ' 
ic fact tbat the Spalhmu'heeu farmers have i 
hud their <'ropa wholly or jiartly ruinetl dur- ' 
iiig the i)ast fow years: l^d) by drought;! 
(6) by fiD.st before the grain hull rijit'iied; ! 
(i;) by (-xrcssivi- rain in harvesl., i 

Anbwer--The fact that now farms aro 
being started oi cry year and tho acreage ; 
placed under cultivation in the older onoa 
increaaed, ahuuld bu asutliciont answer to 
this question. There have been inatancea, 
no doubt, where owing to the difliculty 
and expense of procuring cxporionced la- 
bur at the timo required, the grain has 
boon sown too lato, resulting in a portion 
of the crop being so iiijurod from some of 
tho causes in a, b or c as to necessitate its 
being canvorfed into pork and bacon. 

The seasons vary in every country. I 
have seen in Oregon whole tiolds of wheat 
complotoly deatroyod from one cause or 
another. 

I have no hesitation in asserting that 
where the ground in the Spallumoheen- 
Okansgan country has been properly cul- 
tivated and seeded in good time, a failure 
of crops has been almost unknown. 

Queation 3 — la the wheat produced of 
such a quality as tu permit of its being 
milled successfully in competition with tht> 
harder grain of Thompson river, Cache 
creek, and, most formidable of all, the 
Northwest ? 

Answer — "Bunch (Jraaa" seems to mis- 
take the object of tho proposed railway. 
It is not a matter of competing with any 
of the places mentioned. We trust there 
is room and a market fur all and shall be 
glud to ace railways constructed before 
long to facilitate the transportation of the 
grain grown by tho farmers north of Cache 
creek. His question rather conflicts with 
that in No. G, for if flour can bo laid 
down so cheaply in Kamloopa, what is the 
object uf shipping wheat frum the North- 
west ? It IB in contomplation, I under- 
stand, to erect largo flouring mills at some 
couvoiiient point for tho supplying of the 
new city of Vancouver, Now Weatininator, 
Nanaimo and Victoria, all of which places 
now obtain their 11 lur from the .American 
side, and possibly in tho future exporting 
any surplus. 

With respect to the quality of the wheat 
a report frum Mr. Chudley, a gentlotnaii 
of large experience in the Liverpool Corn 
Exchange and elsewhere, is subjoined: 
Victoria, Bkitish Coli^.vbia, 
27th February, 188G. 
Having carefully examined four bulk 
saiuplea of wheat handed to me by Mr. 
M. Lumby, viz:

Two " " Okanagan, j 

My opinion is, the quality of eadi will ' 
compare favorably with any wheat hither- | 
to produced in tho north-western pro- , 
viiices of Canada, in fact one of the | 
Okanagan spring aamples excels any other | 
for clearness of grain, color, oic, and 
would undoubtedly be uugerly sought [ 
after by inillera. Speaking from au active | 
experience of 24 years in the Liverpool i 
corn exchange and English grain markets ' 
generally, I have no doubt that when tho 
the production exceeds the wants of Bri- 
tish Columbia, California und Oregon 
will find this country a fonnidablo oppo- 
nunt in the quality of tior cereal exports.

Questiuns 4 and 5— Aasuming the area 
of available land is correctly estimated, 
how much of the' Okanagan land ia it 
necessary to irrigate, and what aro tho 
f«cilitios for supplyliig water ! 

Answer — It is not necessary to irrigate 
any portion of the Okanagan country if 
the ground is properly cultivated and the 
seed sown early enough. \ Splendid crops 
are raised year after year without irriga- 
tion. 

With water the most uiu-.niinuB yielda 
aro obtained of grain, hay and roots. 

The facilitiea for irrigation are, gener- 
ally speaking, very good. 

Queation G— If, aa I am credibly in- 
formed, extra Hour can bo laid down in 
large quantities from the Northwest as 
far as Kamloopa for §4 50 per barrel, are 
the farmers in Okanagan and Spallum- 
cheen likely to extend their wheat average 
buyond its present limits 1 

Answer — At whot price flour will be 
laid down forat Kumloop8,it is iinposaiblo 
for any one to state at the present timo. 
It will vary presumably with the price of 
wheat. 

Upon the completion of tho C. P. R. 
the farmers in the Okunagan-Spallum- 
uheen eountry can raise wheat as cheaply 
SB those in the Northwest and it will no 
duubt be milled as cheaply, the coat of 
transportation from the Northwest being, 
of course, in favor of tlioforiuur. 

Quostion7 — Would not canal communi- 
cation, !}8 advocated for yut^ra pu^t, be al- 
most equally efloctive and vastly cheaper. 

Ap^tfgr — The yonatructioii of a canal 
twtiiity niilya ia length, as estimated by 
RTr- Hamlin, C. E., would cost over 
sevonty per cent, of the cost of the rail- 
nay fifty miles in length, as estimated by 
Mr. Keefer, C.E. 

The panal woultl be fyozan op for soma 
6vo months i\\ t\ia year, and poaaibly for 
two months more ba iiaeloas from tho low 
water in tho Spallumchbeit river.

"'Mark Leonard Nardyz waabbm In Cor- 
doguo In 1828. After a course In the 
schools ho went to the f3.inousold univer- 
sity of Padua to study modtclno. A draw- 
ing ho made for Prof. Ungarettl's atlas of 
'anatomy attracted so much attontiou that 
hls.anatomteal drawings and designs were 
published. 

• In 1848 yoimg Nardyz volunteered in 
theFlrstLombardy Infa'ntry, under Victor 
Etnaniiel, and was wouiided in tho same 
year at the battle of Santa Iiucia. Vic- 
tor Emanuel's brother, the Duke of 
Genoa, gave his wounds personid atten- 
tion. 

In '49 he had ro('ov(>rcd so far n.s to en- 
list in the service of the Itonian Ut>|)nbiic, 
and was soon captured by the rroncli, wiio 
sent him prisoner to .Sun Marluo. 

The facility willi which so gallant a 
sokller passiMl, without ci)iu|)uiiclkiM, 
from one service to another, as will 
Ije seen also fu.-thcr on. Illustrates 
forcibly tho troul)lous character oi 
those Ihues a.s well as iiis own llery 
and mercurial teni|ier,mii>iil . 

Tho day Nardy/. wiis iMptin-ed hy the 
French, lit tho I'ort of Siiiii|ian (.ira/.zlo, 
Salvini, thegrcMit trat^oclhin, t h.'ii unknown 
save as a gallant youjig soldier, received 
in the same ranks a desperate woiuid. 

On recovery Dr. Nardyz enlisted in 
tlie Sardinian army as assistant sur- 
geon. 

In 18.>1 ho went as .surgeon witli tho 
first Italian regiment sent to llu! Crlnieii. 
There were oidy li;,000 altogether of his 
compatriots in that greatest of nil inoilei-n 
wans, and Nardy/.' conipuny saw the hot- 
test service near the lte<lan. umler coni- 
numd of Geiu.Tal La Marmora, who 
dieil .soon afterwards of tyi)liolii lisvei'. 

In '.')',) Dr. Nardyz became siugeon to 
tho I'ith llegimont of Infantry under 
General Coecarri. and was, as wasthouglit, 
nuirtaily wound.Hl at Solferino. J'or his 
heroism iti capturing, single handed, an 
Austrian flag, the lienor of tho Cross of 
San Maurice En Lazzaro was contoncd 
on him. 

In ISGO ho quit the service at Aneona 
and gained the First Independency of 
Sicily. For this he was liuprlsoned, but 
was pardoned by Victor Emanuel after 
only fifteen days' confinement, and honor- 
ably discharged from tho service. 

On tho 25th of Nov., 1860, ho sailed for 
America, arrived in Philadelphia Dec. 
10th and wont to New Orleans, where 
ho enlisted in the First Louisiana Tigers. 
In June, 18(il, ho quit them and walked 
all the way from Now Orleans to Phila- 
delphia, witliout knowing a word of 
English, steerir-/ his course by tho 
coniiniss. 

The Hol(li(>r of varied services but 
unvarying bravery then enlisted In the 
First PoimsyK anla Volunteers, as a three 
mouths' man ami was at Bull Bun. 
He then enlisted In the Lafayette 
Guards, served through the war of tho 
Rebellion, after which he enlisted in the 
United States marii>o corps as a sur- 
geon. 

In 1870 Dr. N-wdyz recrossed the 
Atlantic and enlisted in the Vl\\\ French 
regiment for tho l■■t■anco-PnlS^^ian war. 
Under General Bourhaki's eoniiiuLnd In 
the northern inirt of Franco he was 
decorated with the HimI ('ross of Geneva 
for assisting tho woundwl, and with tho 
Cross of the Legion of Honor lor pur- 
souhJ bravery. 

In 1873 Dr. Nardyz wont to Cincinnati 
and practiced his profession tliero sev- 
eral years. Ho ti\en removed to New 
York whore ho l)ecame Absistarit Demon- 
strator of Anatomy under Prof. Jasues 
R. Wood. 

In l878 ho returned to Franco as physi- 
cian and Secretary to Princo Aristol'i', son 
of General Alexander ArlstolT, First 
aide to Ain.Kaniler [I. of Eussia. Tho 
young prince dieil in I'arls, and was em- 
balmed by Dr. Nardy/., who took liint 
to Moscow. 

There the Genonil ArlstolT Invited hha 
to enter tho Czar's service, whiiOi he de- 
clined to do, as Ills family, a wife and two 
charming daugliters. had estulillsheil a 
homo in the United Slates. 

In 1879 he i(itni-neii to I'liilailelphia 
and was pathologist ami anatomist in 
JolTerson Jledical Ilosi.iial. His skill 
in ino<ieling and emiialtniii.g liecamo 
famous, and in IMS'J ho enibalnied 
.Vrohblshop W..iod by a method oi' 
his own, tho first time it was ever 
used in this country.
